CHICAGO—Purchasing agents for Chicago's' large 


hotels and restaurants 'declared on Tuesday they had 
been informed by jobbers and brokers that the price of 
canned goods and other staple food commodities would 
soon be advanced from 25 to 28 per cent. All prices 


' for future delivery of these articles they said, were 
.quoted at substantially higher figures. They declared 
that speculators -.were attempting to manipulate the • 
market. 


• In another section of the same paper we found the follow- 


ing: 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—That the high cost of liv- 


ing in the country was maintained to some degree by re- 
fusal of the war department to dispose of its surplus , 
meat and canned goods after the armistice was signed, 
was asserted by Representative C. F. KeaviSj chair- 
man of a sub-committee investigating war expendi- 
tures, during a hearing'on Tuesday, at which C. W. 
Hare, director of sales, related the war department's 
procedure in selling the supplies. 


It was testified that the war department had per- 


mitted millions of dollars of war supplies to lie unsold 
at a time when people needed food and the government 
needed money. 


Mr. Ware admitted that holding these supplies 


kept up prices, but insisted that the government of- 
' f ered to sell tbe supplies early, and did not obtain satis- 
factory bids. 


The stock of carrned goods, now held in army ware- 


houses, and not required for needs of the array, was es- 
timated by Mr. Ware as worth $100,000,000. 
The story that is to be told about canned goods is the same 


story that is to be told about meats. Canned goods and meats 
soaring in price while millions in these goods are being held in 
storage to keep up the prices. 


Why is it that the department of justice is a cipher when
